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The citations listed in this Alert are arranged in broad topical categories. 
This permits browsing by subject interest. 
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The BLM Library is trying out a slightly different format for the Monthly Alert, however 
there will be no changes in the way you order items. To order any item, you will still indicate 
the number of the item you are interested in on your order form. 


In our new format, we have placed some citations under more than one subject heading if 
the contents of the item includes different subject areas. The Monthly Alert numbers are no 
longer strict numerical order. 


In addition, you may have noticed different subject headings in the past few Alerts. We 
would like to gear these towards subject headings you will instantly identify with your field of 
interests. Please let us know if any are way off base, or if you would like to add other subject 
headings.
